ASBESTOS-CIDE 


Havoc and turmoil struck Weston! Paint was scraped off walls, whole 
sections of ceiling were destroyed, mysterious noises emerged from sealed 
off areas and hundreds of students were pushed out into the cold. 

With the recent information concerning asbestos-related diseases, the 
York Board of Education decided to take on the task of removing the 
asbestos from Weston Collegiate. Throughout the year parts of the school 
were sealed off, so that workmen could scrape and chip away the asbestos 
and replace it with mineral wool. The obstructing walls turned the school 
into a maze, through which bewildered students and confused teachers had 
to find their rearranged classes and overstuffed lockers. Probably the worst 
inconvenience was the scheduled classes at Weston Memorial, a quick, 
cold, five minutes away. That “lovely brisk walk" was followed by classes 
spent in undersized desks and drinks taken from knee-high water foun- 
tains. 

The entire cost of this one year inconvenience had doubled the original 
six-figure estimate by midwinter, and was not expected to stop its upward 
climb - a fortune spent in the prevention of cancer.
